SCHEIFFER: DESPITE THE EXTREMELY PESSIMISTIC REPORTS 
COMING OUT OF THE ME, PRES CARTER SOUGHT TO PUT A MORE 
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OPTIMISTIC CAST ON THE SITUATION, SUGGESTING AS HE MET 
WITH A FEW REPORTERS TODAY, THAT ALL THE ME LEADERS ARE 
STILL JUST JOCKEYING FOR POSITION. 

CARTER: I THINK IT WOULD BE A MISTAKE TO ATTACH TOO MUCH 
IMPORTANCE TO NEWS REPORTS AND PRESS CONFERENCE STATEMENTS 
AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE MEETINGS, BECAUSE THERE ARE 
LITERALLY HUNDREDS OF OPTIONS BEING DISCUSSED WITH EACH 
ONE OF THESE LEADERS. ALMOST ALL OF THEM ARE ELECTING 

TO MAKE A UNILATERAL STATEMENT UNTIL WE KNOW WHAT THE 
ATTITUDE OF THE OTHERS MIGHT BE. 

QUESTION: DO YOU THINK GENEVA IS STILL A PROBABILITY? 

CARTER: I THINK SO, YES. 

QUESTION: WITH PALESTINIAN REPRESENTATION? 

CARTER: I'LL WAIT UNTIL LATER. 

SCHEIFFER: THAT LAST REMARK ABOUT THE PALESTINE LIBERA- 
TION ORGANIZATION UNDERSCORES THE REAL CRUX OF THE DISPUTE. 
IT'S RECOGNIZED HERE AS WELL AS ELSEWHERE THAT UNLESS THE 
PALESTINIAN ROLE IN THE CONFERENCE CAN BE WORKED OUT TO
